Sow MAR.-MAY 











For early bloom, one must start asters in- 
doors. Do not sow them too thickly, since, like 
many seedlings, they are susceptible to damp- 
ing-off. The sowing-time for asters begins in 
March. For succession, sow them until May. 








A short time before the plants are ready to 
set out, lightly fork the ground once more and 
rake it to a fine tilth. When the plants are 4” 
high, plant them 1’ apart in an open, sunny 
bed. 





Asters are attacked by various diseases and 
pests, including wilt, mildew, rust, yellows, 
aphis and stem borers. Wilt-resistant strains 
only should be grown; Bordeaux mixture and 
sulphur will help to control diseases; nicotine 
and arsenical sprays and dusts should be used 
for pests. 





Water thoroughly, but not too often, and 
always follow up with cultivation. When buds 
appear, though before they show color, feed 
plants with commercial fertilizer (about 1 
tablespoon to a plant), which must be watered 
in immediately afterward.

When growing pansies, select the best 
strains from a reliable seed house. Use fresh 
seed; old seed, unless kept over in glass jars 
in a refrigerator, germinates unevenly. They 
can be sown in September to flower in green- 
houses or frames, or planted out in the open 
in spring to flower in summer. 





The soil for pansies can hardly be too rich. 
Four to 6 weeks in advance of planting, deeply 
dig and manure the ground. Do not plant 
pansies where they will get the mid-day sun, 
since this shortens their season and fades their 
blooms. 


The less pansies are transplanted the larger 
their blooms will be. Keep plenty of soil 
around the roots when moving them from the 
flat and place a trowelful of moist peat in each 
hole before planting. Plant pansies 9” apart. 
Mulch them during warm weather. 


To lengthen the blooming period of pan- 
sies, pick them frequently and keep seed pods 
removed. Never allow them to dry out. Water 
generously, especially at the end of warm days.

Petunias are usually propagated by seed. 
Double, ruffled and fringed forms can be in- 
creased by cuttings. Petunia seed is very fine, 
and should not be covered. Mix it with fine 
sand and gently press it into the seed com- 
post with a block of wood. 


The seed compost for petunias must be 
light and leafy and kept fairly moist. After 
sowing, cover with glass and a sheet of news- 
paper. Lift and turn the glass each day. Prick 
out the seedlings when the second pair of 
leaves have developed. 












When the plants are 6” high, pinch them 
back to encourage lateral growth. This will 
defer flowering a few weeks, but a sturdier, 
longer-blooming plant will result. When pick- 
ing petunias, remove some of the foliage along 
with the flowers. 





Two or 3 days after watering, cultivate 
petunia beds, leaving a fine mulch over the 
surface of the soil. Feed with commercial fer- 
tilizer (1 teaspoon to a plant) once a month 
up until plants are in full bloom. Water after 
feeding.

Even though sweet peas cannot be planted 
out until after the spring frosts, the ground 
for them should be prepared the previous 
autumn. Remove 18” of topsoil, turn under 
6” of manure in the trench, replace the topsoil 
and mix in bonemeal or gypsum (2 Ibs. to 10’). 


In spring, after the ground is warm, work 
up the soil to a fine tilth, make a turrow 3” 
deep and sow the seed 4” to 6” apart. Cover 
with 2” of light, sandy soil Soaking the seed 
in water or notching with a file helps to speed 
germination. 





Thin crowded seedlings to 6”, cover with 
wire or thin muslin as a protection from birds, 
and scatter snail bait. When plants are an 
inch or more high, fill in the drill to give 
young stems extra support.

Water and cultivate weekly during the 
blooming season if weather is warm and dry. 
Feed with liquid manure or commercial fer- 
tilizer twice a month. Spray for aphis and 
mildew. Next year select, if possible, another 
location for your sweet peas.

HOW TO GROW ZINNIAS 


Zinnias grow easily and rapidly from seed. 
Sow in flats from spring to summer for suc- 
cession of bloom. Keep them growing rapidly 
and plant them out 12”-18” apart, depending 
on the type. 


Plant out zinnias only after danger of 
frosts is past. Soil that has been manured for 
a previous crop will not have to be remanured 
for zinnias. Drainage is important.. Shade 
young plants after planting them out, and 
water dailv until well established. 


While zinnias do not. require as generous 
treatment as many flowers, they respond well 
to one or two feedings up to the time of bud- 
ding. A tablespoon of balanced commercial 
fertilizer to a plant, carefully worked in and 
followed by watering, is sufficient. 


Mildew attacks zinnias, especially in the 
fall, when days are warm and nights cool. As 
in the case of rust, it is somewhat controlled 
by watering from below in the early or middle 
part of the day. Dust affected plants with 
Bordeaux mixture or sulphur.

Every home gardener needs a cold frame. In every 
month of the year there is important service it can 
render. In the spring it is a nursery for young plants; 
under its protection vegetables and flowers can be 
started weeks earlier than they could be sown out- 
doors; and guarded from belated frosts until time to 
set them in the garden. 

To make a cold frame is so easy, any one who can 
wield a saw and hammer can do it. It is usually made 
3 by 6 feet, or some multiple of this, for the reason 
that standard hot-bed sash are of these dimensions. 
This standard sash may be used for both hot-beds 
and cold frames, which are alike except that the cold 
frame is unheated. But a cold frame (or a hot-bed 
either) may be any size you wish, to fit old windows, 
or frames covered with one of the modern glass sub- 
stitutes. 

In making a cold-frame, the frame should be con- 
structed of 1]-inch boards, of cypress, white pire or 


some wood which resists rot. First, dig a hole in the 
ground slightly larger than the size of the frame. It 
should be at least a foot deep. Into this hole put the 
frame you have built so that 6 inches of it is beneath 
the surface and the remainder above. This will insure 
Construct the 
frame so that the front is 4 inches above the surface, 
and the rear, 9 inches. It must slant toward the south, 
where the winter sun shines. It is well to hinge the 
sash at the top of the frame, so it can be easily opened 
for transplanting purposes and airing. 


that no drafts enter from beneath. 


A sunny spot in the garden, protected as much as 
possible from the full force of winds and driving rain, 
is the best situation for the cold frame. It may be too 
cold now to dig in the garden, but the sash may be 
procured and the lumber frame made, so that when 
the first warm days arrive you are ready for serious 
gardening. 








GARDEN INFORMATION you should know 






1. Materials required are: Redwood flats; 
broken crocks, gravel or other drainage mate- 
rial; sifter, with a bottom of 142” wire mesh; 
compost (1 part of garden loam, 1 part leaf- 
mold, 1] part of sand. A'mixture of 24 peat and 
Y; sand can also be used.) Sift compost, mix 
well, place in flats, pressing it firmly into the 
corners.

2. For a smooth surface, level with wooden 
block, leaving “4” of space between the soil 
and the top of the flat. To provide a very 
smooth surface for small seeds, such as prim- 
ulas, an extra surface sifting of compost 
through a fine sieve is recommended,

3. Using a short ruler or a straight-edged 
stick, make shallow drills 2” apart. If the seed 
to be sown is coarse, the drills can be quite 
deep (approximately 14”). Sow fine seed in 
very shallow drills (¥” or less). 


4. Write labels and place them at the head of 
the drills. Small sticks or green bamboo stakes 
can be used to separate drills containing dif- 
ferent varieties. Mix small seed with a little 
fine sand before sowing—to see clearly where 
the seed falls.

1. The operation of transplanting seedlings is 
called ‘“‘pricking out.’”’ The initial preparation 
of the flat is the same as for seed sowing. The 
compost or soil mixture contains 2 parts of 
good garden loam, | part leafmold, | part 
sand and 2 part peat. 














2. Seedlings are ready to prick out when they 
have 2 pairs of leaves. Sprinkle them a short 
time before pricking owt with Vitamin B-I 
solution to reduce shock from moving. Lift 
seedlings from the seed flat with a fork and 
gently separate them. Most seedlings should 
be pricked out 2” apart each way. 


3. Working quickly, insert individual seed- 
lings in the holes and firm them in with a 
dibber or one’s fingertips. Keep the point of 
the dibber at least 42” away from the deli- 
cate roots. Work in shade and out of drying 
winds or drafts. 





5. Cover the seed with the same compost to 
which extra sand has been added. Some pre- 
fer to use sand only. A good rule to follow is 
to cover to the depth of the seed itself. Extra 
fine seed should not be covered; merely press 
it gently into the soil with a flat, level piece 
of wood. 














4. After pricking out a flat of seedlings, water 
immediately with a fine spray to settle the 


soil around the roots and to freshen wilted 
stems and leaves. A watering can is better 
than a hose. 

















5. If the seed box from which the seedlings 
have been taken has been in the greenhouse, 
the newly pricked out flat should be placed in 
the greenhouse... Cover with a sheet of news- 
paper from 3 to 4 days, or until the seedlings 
have stiffened up. 


6. In about 4 or 5 weeks, the young plants will 
be ready to go out into the open ground. A 
few days before planting, move the flats into 
the open to harden off. Nip back spindly 
plants to encourage bushiness.

6. Thoroughly water the flat with a fine over: 
head spray or by soaking the flat in a large 
basin. Place it in a greenhouse or a warm spot 
not reached by direct sunlight.

In February or March, bring the flats of 
tubers into the greenhouse and sprinkle them 
occasionally to encourage sprouting. When the 
sprouts are 2”-3” high, the tubers can be 
potted up into 4” pots.

Pot in 2 parts leafmold and 1 part loam, 
providing perfect drainage. As the plants bud, 
feed once or twice with cottonseed meal (4% 
teaspoon to a plant), or special commercial 
fertilizers, placed around the rim of the pot 
or 6” away from the stem. 





As foliage begins to wither and yellow in 
fall, gradually withhold water. When foliage 
is completely gone, lift the tubers, clean thor- 
oughly, taking care to remove completely old 
stems. Wash, sun-dry for 24-36 hours, and 
Store in flats of peat in a warm dry place.

BLUEBERRIES 


Blueberry growing is fast becoming a large andmpertant industry in several 
of the eastern states and a decade of experimenting has proved that climatic 
conditions on the West Coast are as well, if not better suited to the cultiva- 
tion of this delicious fruit. 


SOIL REQUIREMENTS: An acid soil, rich in leaf mold and with an abun- 
dance of moisture throughout the growing season, is best for success in blue- 
berry culture. For a small home garden, suitable soil can easily be prepared 
by working leaf mold and rotted sawdust or commercial peat into the ground. 


While blueberries do well in partially shady locations, full sun is preferable, as 
the fruit ripens earlier, more evenly and the sugar content of the berries is higher. 
High summer temperatures will not injure blueberries providing the plants DO 
NOT SUFFER FROM LACK OF MOISTURE. Blueberry plants thrive and 


truit abundantly from sea level to an altitude of several thousand feet. 


Blueberries generally ripen the latter part of June and the picking season con- 
tinues until late August, so that berries are available for a period of over six weeks 
and do not have to be picked at one time.
